At  the  Class  meeting  in  Cambridge  on  Commencement 
Day  last  year,  your  Class  Secretary  asked  for  the  opinions  of  those  present 
as  to  the  character  of  the  report  to  be  printed  at  the  Thirty-fifth  Anniver- 
sary. There  were  differences  of  opinion,  and  the  decision  was  left  with  me. 
Believing  that  many  wished  more  than  the  record  since  1904,  when  the 
Eighth  Report  was  published,  and  that  a  detailed  report  such  as  was  issued 
at  the  Twenty -fifth  Anniversary  was  not  called  for,  my  purpose  in  preparing 
the  following  pages  has  been  to  make  a  brief  record  of  each  classmate  since 
graduation.

*JAMES  LLOYD  ABBOT. 

James  Lloyd  Abbot,  son  of  James  Lloyd  and  Anna  Lewis  (Blake)  Abbot, 
was  born  in  Roxbury  (now  Boston),  Mass.,  August  19,  1852,  and  died  in 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  February  13, 1905,  after  a  long,  wasting  fever,  which  the 
physicians  were  unable  to  understand  or  check.  • 

On  his  father's  side  he  descended  from  Captain  Samuel  Abbot,  who 
came  to  this  country  about  1760,  and  on  his  mother's  side  from  Edward 
Blake,  also  a  prominent  citizen  of  old  Boston.  His  early  youth  was  full 
of  change,  and  he  grew  up  amid  ever-varying  surroundings,  in  Roxbury, 
Mobile,  and  Baltimore.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  living 
in  Baltimore  with  his  father,  but  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  city  at  that 
time  necessitated  the  removal  of  his  father's  business  to  New  York,  and 
he  came  at  the  same  time  to  reside  with  his  grandfather,  S.  Parkman  Blake, 
Esq.,  in  Roxbury,  in  order  that  he  might  prepare  for  Harvard  at  the  Roxbury 
Latin  School.  He  remained  in  the  Latin  School  seven  years,  and  was  so 
well  fitted  for  college  that  he  was  given  in  his  Freshman  year  a  detur  for  his 
year's  work,  his  being  one  of  the  last  four  deturs  that  were  ever  given. 

In  college  he  roomed  throughout  the  coiu-se  with  his  schoolmate,  Amory 
G.  Hodges,  living  in  Holworthy  1  the  Freshman  year,  and  the  other  years 
in  Holworthy  6.  His  mind  was  keen  and  quick,  and  his  memory  tenacious, 
so  that  he  was  easily  able  to  take  good  rank  in  his  college  work. 

Although  not  a  competitor  in  athletic  contests,  he  took  an  active  interest 
in  all  sports  and  in  all  the  other  events  of  college  life.  He  was  a  general 
favorite  with  all  who  knew  him,  and  his  bright,  genial,  sympathetic  na- 
tm-e  endeared  him  to  his  friends.  In  looking  back  over  our  college  life 
it  is  hard  to  recall  any  one  of  our  classmates  whose  manner  and  bearing 
towards  every  one  were  more  coiu'teous,  sunny,  and  cheerful,  or  who  met 
reverses  and  trials  with  better  grace  and  more  unfailing  good  nature.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  the  Harvard  Natural  History  So- 
ciety, the  German  Club,  and  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club. 

After  graduation  he  entered  his  father's  office,  J.  L.  Abbot  &  Co.,  cot- 
ton brokers,  in  New  York  City,  where  he  remained  a  few  months.  He  then 
went  South  to  learn  the  cotton  business  at  closer  range,  and  returned  to  his 
early  home  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  where  he  entered  the  office  of  Lyman  C.  Dor- 
gan,  a  cotton  buyer.  His  industry  and  keen  intelligence  enabled  him  to  be- 
come a  partner  with  IMr.  Dorgan,  September  1,  1878,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Dorgan  &  Abbot,  and  this  business  relation  continued  until  Septem- 
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ber  1,  1800,  when  a  (iissolulion  of  the  firm  was  necessitated  by  the  changed 
condition  in  the  cotton  Inidc,  which  diminished  to  a  hirge  extent  the  business 
transacted  at  MobiU'.  He  stayed  on,  however,  in  Mobile  until  October, 
181)'i,  retaining  (hiring  these  two  years  the  accounts  of  some  of  the  best 
Northern  connections  of  the  firm.  In  October,  1892,  he  moved  to  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  to  accept  the  position  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Lesser  Cotton 
Company.  In  1H!)4  he  moved  his  residence  and  family  to  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
and  resided  there  until  his  death,  being  associated  with  R.  E.  Morris  & 
Company  for  the  last  three  years.  As  his  judgment  in  buying  cotton  was 
unusually  good,  he  was  obliged,  after  leaving  Mobile,  to  devote  himself 
largely  to  this  branch  of  the  business,  which  necessitated  his  spending  much 
of  his  time  in  the  cotton-growing  country  at  some  distance  from  St.  Louis 
and  Little  Rock,  an  arrangement  which  must  have  been  a  very  trying  one 
for  him,  as  it  kept  him  away  from  his  home  and  in  the  "swamp,"  as  he  good- 
naturedly  called  it.  To  a  man  so  devotedly  attached  to  his  family,  this  kind 
of  life  must  have  been  especially  trying,  and  it  may,  therefore,  well  be  im- 
agined that  his  life  work  did  not  afford  him  as  much  pleasiu-e  and  satis- 
faction as  his  abilities  deserved. 

While  living  in  Mobile  he  was  married  March  10,  1881,  to  Amelia  Lyon 
Ross,  of  that  city.  His  first  son,  Parkman  Blake,  was  born  April  4,  1882, 
and  died  July  29,  1882;  a  daughter,  Serena  Lyon,  born  November  10,  1885, 
is  now  living  in  Mobile  with  her  mother;  and  the  third  child,  James  Lloyd, 
is  a  member  of  the  first-year  class  at  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis. 

In  August,  1904,  he  seemed  to  be  in  perfect  health.  Suddenly,  without 
warning  or  apparent  cause,  a  fever  developed,  which  could  not  be  checked, 
and  symptoms  of  chronic  pneumonia  appeared.  His  strength  ebbed,  and, 
though  he  rallied  in  December,  so  that  he  made  an  effort  to  resume  busi- 
ness, he  was  soon  obliged  to  give  it  up,  and  from  then  until  the  end  it  was 
a  steady  failiu-e  of  strength  and  vitality,  but  happily  without  physical  pain 
or  suffering.  Tlu-oughout  his  long  illness  he  showed  the  same  brave,  cheer- 
ful, unselfish  spirit  which  so  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him  throughout 
life. 

It  is  a  sad  privilege  to  say  the  last  word  about  our  friend.  And  no  mere 
words  are  enough.  His  was  a  nature  so  gentle,  generous,  and  tender  that 
intimate  knowledge  and  acquaintance,  and  that  alone,  could  enable  one  to 
understand  and  appreciate  it.  His  death  leaves  vacant  a  place  in  the  rapidly 
narrowing  circle  of  the  class  which  never  can  be  filled.  The  memory  he 
leaves  behind  for  his  friends  to  cherish  is  that  of  one  who,  near  or  far,  was 
lovable,  loving,  and  loyal  to  the  end.  H.  L.  H.

*THOMAS  SIMMS  BETTENS. 

Thomas  Simms  Bettens  was  born  in  Vevay,  Ind.,  March  6,  1851,  and 
died  at  Bar  Harbor,  Me.,  July  2,  1907. 

He  was  the  son  of  Alexander  and  Louise  E.  Bettens.  In  1858  he  came 
to  Cincinnati.  He  graduated  at  the  Woodward  High  School  in  June,  1870. 
In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  entered  Harvard.  In  college  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Everett  Athenaeum,  Pi  Eta,  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  was  on  the  Fresh- 
man baseball  team,  and  played  against  Yale  in  June,  1871.  He  roomed  in 
HoUis  throughout  his  course,  for  the  first  two  years  with  Haven,  the  last  two 
years  with  Lull.  TMiile  acutely  interested  in  everything  that  concerned  the 
class,  Bettens's  natural  reserve,  and  his  fondness  for  the  life  with  his  friends, 
prevented  him  taking  that  prominent  part  in  class  matters  for  which  his 
talents  and  character  so  well  fitted  him.  He  could  easily,  for  instance, 
have  played  on  the  'Varsity  baseball  team  if  he  had  felt  like  sparing  the 
necessary  time  from  his  studies.  He  did  yield  to  an  urgent  request  in  senior  ^ 
year,  when  the  nine  needed  strengthening. 

The  year  after  graduation  he  received  the  Harris  Fellowship,  and  in 
Jime,  1875,  was  awarded  his  A.M.  degree  for  his  year's  work  in  modern 
languages.  The  next  three  years  he  taught  Greek  and  History  at  Lake 
Forest  Academy  in  Illinois.  In  1878  he  came  to  teach  Latin  and  Greek 
in  the  school  of  Arthur  H.  Cutler  (Harvard,  1870)  in  New  York  City.  He 
was  there  without  interruption  for  twenty-eight  years.  Until  1906  his  life 
was  at  school  with  his  pupils  and  at  home  with  his  mother  and  brother.  He 
had  classes  in  Greek,  Latin,  History,  and  Elementary  Science,  but  his 
class-room  work  soon  became  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the  Greek  and 
the  Advanced  Latin  of  the  college  requirement.  His  presence  in  the  study- 
room  of  the  older  boys,  of  which  he  had  charge,  brought  him  closely  into 
touch  with  his  pupils  during  the  last  two  years  of  their  school  com"se.  Let- 
ters to  his  mother  from  his  colleagues  and  pupils  show  the  deep  impression 
upon  them  of  his  teaching  and  personality.  Mr.  Cutler  writes:  "His  en- 
thusiasm and  attractive  personality  have  left  a  deep  impression  upon  the  six 
or  seven  hundred  men  who  have  attended  his  classes.  Both  in  the  opinion 
of  his  fellow-teachers  and  of  his  pupils,  he  was  a  really  great  teacher  and 
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a  charniinp  ninn."  A  few  sclcctiona  from  the  many  letters  received  from  old 
punils  will  hfsl  show  the  extent  and  value  of  his  work:  "I  have  lost  one  of 
niv  l>est  friends."  —  "His  fairness  and  fine  character  have  had  an  influ- 
ence on  the  boys  he  taught  more  than  they  realize,  and  certainly  he  was 
tlie  hust  to  suspect  the  power  of  his  example,  for  no  man  was  ever  less  self- 
conscious."  —  "Like  all  his  pupils,  I  had  the  warmest  esteem  and  affection 
for  ^^^.  Bel  tens,  and  I  have  never  forgotten  the  live  interest  which  he  put  into 
the  things  he  taught."  —  "Mr.  Bettens  was  my  teacher  for  nine  years,  and 
there  was  no  one  at  tlie  school  for  whom  I  had  more  affection  and  ad- 
miration, lie  was  always  kind  and  considerate."  —  "I  feel  that  I  owe  more 
tlian  I  realize  to  his  training  and  careful  watch  over  me  through  those  most 
important  years  of  my  life."  —  "He  was  the  dearest  classmate  of  them  all." 
—  "  Mr.  Bettens  was  one  of  my  first  teachers,  and  one  of  whom  I  was  the 
most  fond,  and  respected  most."  —  "I  always  felt  that  it  was  his  personality 
which  made  Greek  one  of  my  favorite  studies."  The  following  is  from 
Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Sloane  Coffin,  also  one  of  his  pupils:  "To  my  dying  day 
I  will  carry  the  memory  of  his  face  and  figure,  invariably  patient  and  wise, 
expecting  the  best  of  us,  putting  hard  things  in  the  simplest  fashion,  and 
warning  a  boy  frankly  when  he  thought  him  over-confident  on  the  eve  of  a 
college  examination,  and  putting  heart  into  those  who  were  too  timid. 
I  never  knew  anyone  who  possessed  in  greater  measure  the  genius  for  teach- 
ing boys.  He  always  had  good  discipline,  and  that  without  much  effort, 
and,  even  when  he  had  to  be  severe,  he  never  failed  to  keep  the  boys'  af- 
fection and  entire  respect." 

He  resigned  his  position  at  the  Cutler  School  in  1906.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  University  Club  and  Harvard  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  an 
annual  subscriber  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  The  last  year  of  his 
life  was  spent  quietly  at  his  home  in  New  York.  He  was  devoted  to  his 
mother,  and  much  of  his  time  was  passed  in  reading  with  her  and  accompany- 
ing her  to  museums  and  art  galleries.  As  had  been  his  custom  for  years,  he 
went  to  Bar  Harbor  in  June,  1907.  On  the  25th  of  that  month  he  seemed 
to  be  in  the  best  of  health.  He  had  invited  a  few  friends  to  dinner  for  the 
following  Thm-sday,  to  celebrate  what  he  believed  to  be  a  certain  victory 
of  Harvard  over  Yale  in  the  boat  race.  On  Wednesday  morning  he  was 
suddenly  seized  with  apoplexy,  as  he  was  leaving  his  sleeping-room  to  go 
to  breakfast.  The  doctor,  who  was  summoned,  found  his  right  side  para- 
lyzed. Although  he  received  the  best  of  care  from  trained  nurses  and  skilled 
physicians,  pneumonia  set  in  on  the  30th,  and  he  died  July  2,  1907.  Two 
weeks  later  a  circular  letter  to  his  old  associates  of  the  Cutler  School  was 
composed  and  sent  out  by  Dr.  A.  W.  H,  Eaton,  who  had  been  one  of  his 
colleagues  in  the  School  for  nearly  twenty  years.  Mr.  Eaton  says  of  him : 
"His  character  was  singularly  piu*e  and  fine,  his  judgment  was  excellent, 
his  presence  was  magnetic,  and  there  is  no  one  who  knew  him  of  his  old 
pupils  who  will  not  retain  for  him  always  a  truly  affectionate  regard." 

Tom  Bettens  was  a  great  teacher,  not  simply  in  his  ability  to  impart 
knowledge  and  make  clear  explanations,  but  especially  because  of  the 
stimulating  power  of  his  magnetic  personality,  which  rarely  failed  to  bring

into  action  a  boy's  best  qualities.  WTiile  he  was  positive  and  forceful,  he 
was  at  the  same  time  unselfish  and  considerate,  ever  ready  to  acknowledge 
mistakes  of  judgment  or  action.  He  will  be  remembered  as  a  man  who  was 
absolutely  sincere,  pure-minded,  honest,  and  reliable.

was  in  East  Needham  and  in  Newton  Lower  Falls,  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  regions  on  the  Charles  River.  He  was  named  for  Dr.  Edward 
Warren,  the  family  physician  and  friend. 

The  growing  boy  showed  himself  to  be,  as  Ian  Maclaren  would  say, 
a  "lad  of  pairts,"  and  Dr.  Warren  took  a  great  interest  in  him.  It  was  largely 
due  to  the  encouragement  and  assistance  of  this  good  friend  that  the  boy's 
ambition  was  awakened  to  go  to  college  and  to  enter  upon  a  professional 
career.  The  young  scholar  made  a  good  use  of  the  advantages  offered  by  his 
native  city,  and  was  fitted  for  college  in  the  Newton  High  School,  gradu- 
ating in  1870  at  the  head  of  his  class. 

On  entering  college,  his  cm-iosity  moved  him  to  look  up  a  classmate  of 
the  same  siu-name  as  his  own,  and  this  casual  meeting  led  to  their  being 
congenial  chums  together  during  the  entire  college  course,  and  fast  friends 
for  life.  In  college  his  studies  were  always  first  with  him,  but  other  inter- 
ests were  not  neglected.  He  thoroughly  enjoyed  playing  baseball,  and 
took  an  active  part  in  many  a  hard-fought  contest  between  the  nines  of  the 
Yard  and  College  House.  He  loved  books,  nature,  and  social  life,  and  was 
one  of  the  best  companions.  His  good  temper  was  unfailing.  There  was 
never  any  friction  with  chum  or  classmate  during  all  the  college  years.  He 
maintained  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  from  beginning  to  end,  and 
was  graduated  with  honor,  taking  special  honors  in  history.  While  in  col- 
lege, he  was  a  member  of  the  A  K  X,  the  <l>  A,  and  the  $  B  K  Societies. 
He  was  also  chairman  of  the  Class  Committee. 

The  choice  of  a  calling  is  sometimes  difficult.  It  was  not  so  with  him. 
Early  in  life  he  made  up  his  mind  to  be  a  lawyer,  and  never  swerved  from 
his  purpose.  In  his  Senior  year  he  took  the  first  year's  lectures  in  the  Harvard 
Law  School;  and,  as  the  com-se  was  then  of  but  two  years,  he  was  able  to 
take  his  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1875,  one  year  after  his  college  graduation. 

In  1876  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  Bigelow  Grammar  School,  Newton, 
and  also  a  teacher  of  elocution  in  the  Preston  Cottage  private  school  during 
the  same  year.  In  June,  1876,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Rice  Clerk 
of  the  Police  Court  of  Newton,  and  held  that  position  under  successive 
reappointments  for  nearly  fourteen  years,  until  1890,  when  he  resigned  on 
account  of  his  change  of  residence  to  Boston. 

In  1878  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Middlesex  County,  and  formed  a  law 
partnership  with  D.  L.  Withington  in  Boston,  which  continued  for  two 
years.  He  was  subsequently  associated  as  a  partner  for  seven  years  with 
Joseph  O.  Burdett,  and  for  the  past  twelve  years  continued  in  the  practice 
of  law  on  his  own  account.  In  1880  and  1881  he  served  in  the  Newton  Com- 
mon Council,  and  the  following  year  was  elected  alderman.  In  1883  he 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Newton  Water  Board,  and  became  its 
president,  holding  this  office  for  seven  years.  During  this  time  he  was  a  di- 
rector of  the  Savings  Bank  and  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  West  Newton. 

He  was  married  October  25,  1883,  to  Mary  Louise  Doty  in  Keene,  N.  H. 
There  were  no  children.   His  widow  survives  him. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  at  one  time  was  Master 
of  the  Newton  Lodge.  During  the  twenty  years  of  his  residence  in  Newton 
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he  was  n  member  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  and  for  several  years  super- 
intcri(ient  of  the  Sunday  School.  lie  was  also  a  member  of  the  Tuesday 
Club  (of  Newton),  the  Boston  Athletic  ^Association,  and  the  Ilarvard  Club 
of  Boston. 

His  health  was  gootl  up  to  the  spring  of  1908,  when  he  began  to  show 
signs  of  nervous  exhaustion.  lie  went  to  New  York  City,  accompanietl  by 
his  devoted  wife,  to  consult  the  best  medical  skill,  and  remained  there  for 
several  months.  Everything  was  done  for  him,  and  there  was  some  hope  of 
rccuptTfttion.  In  September,  1908,  however,  the  decided  development  of 
paresis  made  it  necessary  to  take  him  to  an  asylum  for  the  insane,  where 
he  passed  away,  February  2,  1909. 

Born  in  humble  circumstances,  he  made  his  way  with  indomitable  energy 
in  the  face  of  difficulties.  He  was  an  example  of  faithfulness  in  his  family 
relations,  being  the  sole  support  of  his  aged  parents  through  their  declin- 
ing years.  College  attachments  and  memories  were  dear  to  him.  He  loved 
to  attend  Commencement  Day  reunions  and  the  annual  Class  Dinners,  up 
to  the  very  last. 

Our  classmate  was  ambitious  and  yet  modest  in  achievement,  clean  and 
honorable  in  word  and  deed,  brave  to  endiu-e,  loyal  in  his  affections.  We 
shall  never  forget  him.  G.  h.  c.

Henry  Horace  Crocker  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  on  the  17th 
day  of  November,  1853,  and  died  in  Barnstable,  Mass.,  September  24, 1904.

He  wait  a  member  of  the  Union,  University,  llacquct  and  Tennis,  and 
IIar\ar(l  Clubs  of  New  York ;  and  in  all  of  these  clubs  he  was  prominent,  and 
his  delightful  companionship  was  always  welcomed. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  who  has  stood  in  lifelong  intimacy  with  him  who  has 
passed  away,  to  enumerate  without  praise  the  qualities  of  his  nature  that 
made  him  a  figure  set  apart  from  his  fellows;  but  the  consciousness  that 
such  praise  would  be  displeasing  to  him  restrains,  yet  does  not  prevent, 
a  brief  review  of  what  is  due  to  his  memory.  Perhaps  his  most  salient  char- 
acteristic was  a  sense  of  the  fitness  of  things.  He  seemed  to  have  a  perspec- 
tive of  the  future,  which  permitted  him  to  see  with  remarkable  clearness 
the  results  of  deeds  or  acts.  He  was  loyal  to  his  class,  whose  reunions  he 
regularly  attended,  to  his  University,  and  to  his  intimates.  For  him  Harvard 
always  was,  and  ever  would  be,  the  best  of  its  kind.  Constancy  was  also 
a  leading  characteristic.  Once  his  friendship  was  given,  it  was  never  with- 
drawn. The  friends  that  he  made  in  his  youth  were  the  intimates  of  his 
manhood  and  the  companions  of  his  maturity. 

In  his  autobiography  written  for  the  Class  Book  at  graduation,  he  said, 
"I  intend  to  go  into  business  of  some  kind,  and  get  on  the  best  way  I 
know  how."  This  was  his  attitude  towards  the  problem  of  daily  existence. 
He  endeavored  to  understand,  to  tell  the  truth,  to  think  straight,  and  to 
live  the  life  that  was  before  him,  getting  all  that  it  was  intended  that  man 
should  get  out  of  it,  and  at  the  same  time  helping  others  to  do  the  same. 

That  he  did  this  nobly,  not  only  his  life,  while  he  was  strong  and  active 
and  well,  bears  witness,  but  also  the  manner  in  which  he  faced  the  inevitable 
when  darkness  began  to  close  in  upon  him,  bringing  with  it  the  knowledge 
that  he  would  see  no  more,  and  that  the  going  out  of  the  light  of  day  was 
but  a  brief  prelude  to  the  going  out  of  the  light  of  life.

Louis  Dyer  was  born  in  Chicago,  HI.,  September  30,  1831.  His  father, 
Charles  Volney  Dyer,  born  in  Clarendon,  Vermont,  in  1808,  was  grad- 
uated with  the  degree  of  M.D.  at  Castleton  Medical  College  in  Vermont 
in  1829,  and  practised  as  a  physician  in  Newark,  New  York,  and  Chicago. 
He  was  descended  from  William  and  Mary  Dyer,  who  came  from  Somer- 
setshire to  Boston  in  1635,  and  who,  being  adherents  of  Mrs.  Hutchinson, 
were  driven  from  Massachusetts  Bay  to  Rhode  Island,  where  they  became 
Quakers.  Dr.  Dyer  was  prominent  in  the  anti-slavery  movement,  and  very 
active  in  the  work  of  the  "Underground  Raihoad."  After  gi^'ing  up  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  he  was  appointed  in  1862,  by  President  Lincoln, 
judge  for  the  United  States  in  the  Anglo-American  Mixed  Court  at  Sierra 
Leone,  which  had  been  established  by  treaty  for  the  suppression  of  the

slave-trade.  Dyer's  mother  was  Louisa  Maria  Gifford,  who  was  born  in 
Norwich,  New  York,  September  20,  1812, 

Dyer  was  educated  privately  at  Geneva,  and  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Lyons,  France,  and  in  1867  entered  the  University  of  Chicago.  Before 
completing  his  Sophomore  year,  he  went  to  Em-ope  again,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  18G9  was  matricuJated  in  the  University  of  Munich.  After 
travelling  in  Italy  during  the  winter,  he  decided  not  to  return  to  Munich, 
but  to  prepare  for  Harvard,  and,  having  studied  as  a  house  pupil  with  Mr. 
Joshua  Kendall  in  Cambridge,  he  took  the  required  examinations  and  en- 
tered Harvard  as  a  Sophomore  in  September,  1871. 

Being  older  than  the  average  of  the  class,  and  also  more  mature  on  ac- 
count of  his  varied  experience  and  extensive  travels,  he  remained  a  com- 
parative stranger  to  many  of  his  classmates,  although  liked  by  all.  He 
was  a  hard  student  in  college,  and  was  unusually  successful  in  different 
fields,  thus  foreshadowing  his  later  career.  At  graduation  as  A.B.,  in 
June,  1874,  he  received  highest  honors  in  classics,  philosophy,  and  modern 
languages,  and  was  alluded  to  by  FenoUosa  in  the  Class  Poem  as  "a  triple- 
headed  Cerberus."  He  was  a  member  of  the  O.  K.,  Pi  Eta,  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  societies. 

In  the  autumn  of  1874  he  entered  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  where,  as  one 
of  his  friends  has  said,  "he  showed  an  extraordinary  power  of  sympathy 
with  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men,  which  soon  made  him  the  most  con- 
spicuous and  certainly  the  most  popular  figure  in  the  college."  The  Tay- 
lorian  scholarship  for  proficiency  in  a  modern  language,  open  to  compe- 
tition by  the  whole  university,  he  won,  in  Italian,  in  1875,  after  nearly  suc- 
ceeding in  French  the  previous  year.  Owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  his 
father,  he  was  obliged  to  come  home  in  February,  1877,  but  later  returned 
to  Oxford,  and  took  his  B.A.  degree,  with  second-class  honors  in  the  School 
of  Litterse  Humaniores,  in  July,  1878.  During  his  temporary  stay  in  Chicago 
he  had  taught  and  lectured,  and  after  he  was  graduated  at  Oxford  he  re- 
sumed the  teaching  of  Greek,  being  tutor  at  Harvard  from  1878  to  1881, 
and  Assistant  Professor  of  Greek  from  1881  till  June,  1887.  He  then  went 
to  Europe,  and  travelled  in  England,  Greece,  Italy,  and  France  till  the 
end  of  1889. 

After  giving  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  Lowell  Institute  in  Boston  on 
"  The  Gods  in  Greece,"  which  kept  him  in  America  till  May,  1890,  he 
returned  to  Oxford,  and  later  purchased  Sunbm-y  Lodge,  which  became 
his  permanent  home.  In  1893  h6  took  his  M.A.  degree  at  Oxford,  and  the 
same  year  was  appointed  lecturer  in  German  and  French  at  Balliol  Col- 
lege, which  position  he  held  for  three  years.  He  was  also  one  of  the  ex- 
aminers of  schools  by  invitation  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools 
Examination  Committee.  He  was  Acting  Professor  of  Greek  at  Cornell 
University  in  1895-96,  during  the  absence  at  Athens  of  Professor  Benja- 
min Ide  Wheeler,  and  in  1900  was  appointed  Hearst  lecturer  on  Greek 
Art  at  the  University  of  California.  In  the  spring  of  1901  he  delivered  at 
the  Universities  of  Chicago,  Columbia,  Cornell,  Harvard,  Yale,  and  others, 
a  course  of  lectures  on  the  discoveries,  then  recently  made,  at  Mycenae 
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and  Cnossus,  and  in  1905  was  a  delegate  from  Balliol  College  to  the  Arch- 
roological  Congress  at  Athens.  His  outside  work  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Hellenic  Society  since  1891,  of  the  Egj^tian  Exploration 
Fund  Committee,  and  of  ihe  Committee  of  Congregation  at  Oxford  for 
the  maintenance  of  compulsory  Greek  at  Responsions,  was  untiring  and 
successful. 

Like  his  studies,  his  wTitings  were  in  various  lines.  He  edited  Plato's 
Apology  and  Crito  in  1886,  published  in  book  form  his  Lowell  lectures 
above  mentioned  and  three  lectures,  delivered  before  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion in  London  in  1899,  on  "Machiavelli  and  His  Work";  he  contributed 
articles  to  the  special  voluroes  of  Harvard  Classical  Studies,  in  honor  of 
Professor  G.  M.  Lane  and  JProfessor  W.  W.  Goodwin,  on  "The  Plot  of 
the  Agamemnon"  and  "Plato  as  a  Playwright"  respectively,  and  a  long 
article  in  the  latest  volume  on  "The  Olympian  Council  House  and  Council." 
A  pamphlet,  "Oxford  as  It  Is,"  published  for  the  American  Club  of  Ox- 
ford, was  intended  as  a  guide  for  Americans  desiring  to  study  at  Oxford, 
especially  the  "Rhodes"  scholars.  He  was  a  frequent  contributor  of  notes 
and  criticisms  to  many  periodicals,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
"Nation"  (New  York),  "Athenaeum,"  "Speaker,"  and  "Spectator"  (Lon- 
don), "Classical  Review,"  "Journal  of  Hellenic  Studies,"  and  "Oxford 
Magazine."  One  of  his  longer  and  more  elaborate  papers  in  the  "Nation" 
was  a  re\iew  of  J.  G.  Frazer's  translation  of  Pausanias's  Description  of 
Greece.  He  also  translated  from  the  Italian  Professor  Luigi  Cossa's  "Intro- 
duction to  the  Study  of  Political  Economy,"  and  pubUshed  the  results  of 
an  antiquarian  research  into  the  early  history  of  the  EngUsh  family  of  Dyer 
from  which  he  was  descended. 

He  was  married  at  All  Souls'  Chiu-ch,  Langham  Place,  London,  No- 
vember 23,  1889,  to  Margaret  Anne,  eldest  daughter  of  Alexander  Mac- 
millan,  the  publisher.  Their  children  are :  Charles  Volney,  born  December 
22, 1890;  Cecil  Macmillan,  born  January  17,  1894;  Rachel  Margaret,  born 
June  13, 1897.  The  sad  illness  of  Mrs.  Dyer  for  several  years  left  him,  as  he 
said,  "sole  supervisor  of  a  growing  family,"  yet  increased  his  sympathy 
for  others,  and  in  the  words  of  his  friend,  the  Dean  of  Balliol,  "elevated  his 
genius  for  friendship  and  sympathy  into  the  most  absolute  unselfishness." 

In  January,  1908,  by  a  fall  from  a  bicycle,  he  injvu-ed  his  left  arm  and 
shoulder,  causing  him  severe  pain;  and  in  the  following  July  it  was  de- 
cided to  perform  an  operation  for  his  relief.  This  took  place  at  St.  Thomas's 
Hospital,  London;  but  he  did  not  rally  from  the  shock,  and  died  two  weeks 
later,  July  20,  1908.  After  a  service  at  St.  Margaret's,  Westminster,  his 
remains  were  cremated,  and  a  second  service  was  held  at  Balliol  College 
Chapel,  which  was  attended  by  his  many  friends  at  the  University,  as  well 
as  by  those  who  had  known  him  outside. 

Dyer's  residence  at  Oxford  cut  him  off  from  frequent  intercourse  with 
many  of  his  Harvard  class,  yet  did  not  lessen  his  interest  or  devotion  to 
them ;  while,  for  those  who  visited  England,  his  hospitable  house  was  always 
open  and  "was  one  of  the  first  places  to  which  cultivated  American  visitors 
in  England  turned,  and  where  they  met  sympathetic  Oxford  colleagues." 
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Ill's  principal  and  almost  unique  work  at  Oxford  during  his  later  years  has 
been  called  that  of  Trpo^eio?,  or  consul  of  the  Americans  at  Oxford,  and  this 
became  even  more  noticeable  with  the  advent  of  the  "Rhodes"  scholars,  for 
he  acted  as  older  friend  and  ad\nser  to  many  of  them,  and  inoculated  some 
of  them  with  his  own  enthusiastic  admiration  of  his  adopted  university. 
Through  his  efforts  an  annual  reunion  between  American  residents  and 
leading  members  of  the  University  was  established,  and  also  a  service  in 
the  Cathedral  on  Thanksgiving  Day. 

The  diversity  of  his  interests  and  the  warmth  of  his  enthusiasm  on  any 
literary  subject  which  was  brought  to  his  attention,  as  well  as  his  readiness 
to  devote  himself  to  social  work  connected  with  his  church  or  with  neg- 
lected children,  interfered,  no  doubt,  with  his  achievements  as  a  scholar, 
but  this  increased  his  humanity  in  the  broad  sense. 

One  of  his  English  friends  has  written:  "Dyer  was  a  ripe  and  wide- 
minded  scholar,  with  keen  and  varied  intellectual  interests,  which  made 
him  a  welcome  companion  in  academic  as  in  other  circles;  but  what  was 
most  remarkable  about  him  was  his  single-hearted  humanity  and  sweet- 
ness of  disposition,  which  drew  friends  to  him  wherever  he  went.  He  was 
so  kindly,  so  ready  to  give  time  and  trouble  to  the  service  of  his  friends, 
that  few  could  resist  his  charm."  w.  t.  p.

*ERNEST  FRANCISCO  FENOLLOSA. 

Ernest  Francisco  Fenollosa  was  born  in  Salem,  Mass.,  February  18, 
1853,  and  died  in  London,  England,  September  21,  1908. 

It  has  often  been  remarked  that  children  whose  parents  are  of  different 
nationalities  are  likely  to  have  special  aptitudes.  This  was  the  case  with 
Fenollosa.  His  mother,  Mary  Silsbee,  was  of  an  old  Salem  family.  His 
father,  Don  Manuel  Francisco  Ciriaco  Fenollosa,  was  a  talented  Spaniard, 
who  came  to  this  country  in  1838  with  the  band  attached  to  the  American 
frigate  "United  States."  His  grandfather  was  Don  Pascual  Fenollosa, 
of  Xerica  in  Valencia,  a  musician,  whose  son  Manuel  served  in  the  wars 
against  Napoleon. 
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Fenollosft  was  a  pupil  at  the  Ilacker  Grammar  School  in  Salem,  and 
fitted  for  Harvard  at  the  High  School  in  that  city.  In  college  he  may  have 
seemed  somewhat  reserved.  Few  knew  him  well.  At  first  he  roomed  with 
Foote  in  College  House,  afterwards  with  his  brother  William  (Harvard, 
1875)  in  the  West  entry  of  Gray's.  He  sang  in  the  College  Glee  Club  and 
in  the  chorus  of  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society.  He  was  especially  inter- 
ested in  I'liilosophy,  and  was  deeply  influenced  by  the  writings  of  Herbert 
Spencer.  He  was  active  in  forming  the  Herbert  Spencer  Club,  to  which 
Dyer,  Sara  Clarke,  and  a  few  other  devotees  belonged. 

He  contributed  to  the  college  periodicals,  but  probably  few  in  the  class 
knew  how  prolific  his  Muse  was,  so  that  the  brilliancy  of  his  Class  Poem, 
which,  on  the  enforced  resignation  of  Mackintosh,  he  was  called  upon  at 
almost  the  last  moment  to  wTite,  was  a  siu"prise  both  in  its  witty  and  in 
its  more  serious  lines.  Few  class  poems  since  or  before  have  excelled  the 
standard  that  it  established.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pi  Eta  and  the 
Christian  Union.  His  high  rank  entitled  him  to  membership  in  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Society. 

FenoUosa  graduated  with  honors,  and  was  granted  one  of  the  Parker 
Fellowships,  which  he  elected  to  use  in  studying  at  Cambridge  instead  of 
going  abroad.  He  took  a  two  years'  post-graduate  course  in  Philosophy. 
In  1876  he  entered  the  Divinity  School,  but  his  interests  soon  became 
diverted  to  {esthetics,  and  in  January,  1877,  he  entered  the  newly  founded 
school  at  the  Art  Museum  in  Boston.  Here,  under  Professor  Grundmann, 
he  laid  the  foundation  for  the  practical  side  of  his  later  career,  and  showed 
great  ability  in  drawing  and  painting. 

In  1878  he  was  offered  the  Professorship  of  Political  Philosophy  at  the 
Imperial  University  of  Tokyo,  Japan.  He  was  married  to  Lizzie  Goodhue 
Millett,  of  Salem,  June  12,  1878,  and  reached  the  scene  of  his  new  labors 
in  August.  He  lectured  on  Logic,  Esthetics,  Political  Economy,  and 
German  Philosophy  (especially  Hegel),  and  on  the  Philosophy  of  Religion. 

In  1885  he  became  an  accepted  student  of  Buddhism  under  Sakurai 
Keitoku,  the  Archbishop  of  the  Eastern  branch  of  the  Tendai  sect.  Pro- 
fessor William  R.  Ware  WTote  him,  asking  him  to  make  some  investiga- 
tions into  Japanese  art.  'Mi.,  now  Viscount,  Kaneko,  took  him  to  see  the 
ancestral  paintings  belonging  to  his  former  Daimio,  Prince  Kuroda.  He 
was  overwhelmed  with  the  power  and  beauty  of  the  ancient  Japanese  and 
Chinese  masterpieces.  He  spent  his  leisure  time  comparing  and  studying 
the  various  schools.  He  began  to  gather  specimens  for  himseK,  and  thus 
formed  the  nucleus  of  the  splendid  collection  which  now  belongs  to  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston,  —  the  finest  in  the  world,  —  named  for 
him,  his  fitting  monument. 

In  1879  he  became  the  personal  pupil  of  Kano  Yeitoku,  the  patriarch 
of  the  Kano  family  which  had  been  corn-t  painters  to  the  Shogun  for  four 
hundred  years,  and  from  him  received  the  right  to  use  that  name :  it  was 
borne  by  his  son  Ernest  Kano.  He  also  became  the  personal  pupil  of 
Hirokata,  the  patriarch  of  the  Tosa  School  of  Court  painters  to  the  Mikado 
for  nine  hundred  years. 
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ERNEST   FRANCISCO   FENOLLOSA 

Horn  February  18,  1853.    Died  September  21,  1908. 


During  five  years  he  made  archfeological  tours  through  Japan,  visiting 
all  the  ancient  art  centres,  for  the  first  time  identifying  and  classifying 
art  objects  according  to  modern  scientific  methods.  His  enthusiasm  com- 
municated itself  to  the  authorities,  who  sent  their  secretaries  with  him  to 
make  lists  of  the  treasures  in  temples  and  residences.  He  also  organized  a 
club  of  native  artists.  In  1886  he  was  taken  from  the  University  and  com- 
missioned to  draw  up  a  report  on  the  Art  Treasures  of  Northern  Japan,  with 
a  view  of  establishing  a  great  National  Museum,  and  was  sent  abroad  with 
two  other  commissioners  to  travel  for  a  year  and  investigate  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Fine  Arts  by  the  leading  governments  of  Europe.  He 
made  voluminous  notes,  which  confirmed  his  belief  that  in  this  meeting  of 
horizons  West  and  East  would  ultimately  be  one,  in  a  new  and  higher 
civilization. 

In  1888  the  Tokyo  Fine  Arts  Academy  was  opened,  with  the  painters 
of  the  Art  Club  that  he  had  founded  as  its  first  professors.  The  same 
year  the  Imperial  Museum  was  opened  on  lines  which  he  had  laid  down 
or  suggested.  He  was  kanji,  or  manager,  of  both  these  epoch-making 
institutions. 

In  1890  he  was  invited  to  become  curator  of  the  Japanese  collections 
of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  He  thought  he  saw  in  this  position 
an  opportunity  of  acquainting  the  West  with  the  grandeur  of  Oriental  Art. 
He  dreamed  of  a  great  Union  of  West  and  East,  and  thought  that  he  might 
expound  and  hasten  it.  The  Emperor  of  Japan,  in  taking  leave  of  him, 
conferred  upon  him  the  decoration  of  his  special  order  of  "The  Sacred 
Mirror,"  and  requested  him  "to  teach  the  significance  of  Japanese  Art  to 
the  West  as  he  had  already  taught  it  to  the  Japanese  themselves  in  the 
East." 

In  1892  he  delivered  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  poem  at  Cambridge.  To 
him  it  was  the  cry  of  an  Isaiah.  This  poem,  entitled  "East  and  West," 
together  with  a  poem  entitled  "Columbus,"  written  somewhat  mystically 
on  the  rhythmical  basis  of  a  Brahms  symphony,  and  with  a  few  other 
shorter  IjTics,  was  published  in  a  beautiful  volume  the  following  year. 
It  w'ill  some  time  be  highly  valued  as  the  poetic  utterance  of  a  man  who 
profoundly  believed  that  he  was  a  prophet,  with  a  mighty  message  to 
mankind.  "His  larger  aim,"  he  said,  "was  to  wake  up  the  world  to 
the  deeper  importance  of  the  East,"  and  he  believed  that  the  fusion  had 
begun.  He  felt  that  after  the  battle  of  Manila  the  history  of  European 
races  would  have  to  be  re^\Titten,  and  this  prophecy  is  to  be  read  in  his 
poems. 

In  1895  Fenollosa  saw  fruit  of  his  teaching  in  the  adoption  of  Japanese 
methods  by  the  Pratt  Institute  of  Brooklyn.  He  himself  lectured  there. 
In  1896  he  started  on  a  tour  around  the  world,  and  revisited  Japan,  where 
he  contemplated  residing,  with  leisure  to  write  the  various  books  which 
he  had  been  long  preparing:  a  complete  history  of  Japanese  and  Chinese 
Art,  for  the  writing  of  which  he  was  probably  better  equipped  than  any  other 
living  person;  a  treatise  on  Chinese  and  Japanese  Poetry,  with  illustrative 
translations;  an  exposition  of  his  system  of  Art  Education;  a  treatise  on 
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iEsthetics;  and  n  work  on  Northern  Buddhism.  In  the  last  years  of  his  life 
he  wrote  a  good  many  fine  poems,  mainly  lyrical. 

He  came  back  to  this  country,  and  devoted  himself  to  lecturing,  with 
great  and  increasing  success.  lie  had  a  charming  style;  he  was  a  grace- 
ful and  convincing  logician.  He  will  live  by  reason  of  the  influences  which 
he  wjis  enabled  to  bring  to  bear  in  educating  others.  The  articles  which 
he  contributed  to  magazines  and  published  in  the  form  of  pamphlets  will 
doubtless  bear  fruit,  but  they  are  scattered.  No  one  can  fail  to  regret  that 
he  was  snatched  away  before  he  had  completed  any  of  his  more  ambitious 
works. 

He  went  abroad  in  the  early  summer  of  1908  with  a  party  who  under 
his  guidance  studied  the  art  galleries  of  Europe.  He  contributed  to  the 
"  Craftsman"  an  interesting  paper  on  modern  Spanish  painting.  He  was  in 
London  on  the  eve  of  sailing  for  New  York.  A  letter  dated  a  few  days 
before  the  fatal  stroke  fell  was  filled  with  eager  anticipations  for  his  win- 
ter's work.  He  went  out  to  get  a  last  look  of  one  of  the  galleries.  He  came 
back  within  an  hour,  suffering  from  pain  in  the  heart.  A  physician  gave  him 
remedies,  and  promised  to  see  him  later,  A  second  attack  of  angina  pectoris 
ended  his  life  almost  instantly.  Memorial  services  were  held  in  Tokyo  in 
November,  1908,  and  his  former  associates  in  Japan  have  expressed  their 
desire  that  his  body,  now  lying  in  Highgate,  England,  be  removed  to  Japan 
for  final  interment. 

He  was  married  December  28,  1895,  in  New  York  City,  to  Mary  (Mc- 
Neil) Scott,  now  residing  in  Mobile,  Ala.  The  children,  by  his  first  mar- 
riage, were :  Ernest  Kano,  who  was  born  June  20,  1880,  but  died  April 
12,  1887;  and  Brenda,  born  July  25,  1883,  who  was  married  July  11, 
1906,  to  Howard  Morris  Johnson  of  New  York  City. 

Musician,  poet,  painter,  dreamer,  prophet,  philosopher,  mystic,  finely 
organized,  sensitive,  full  of  noble  ideals,  perhaps  too  audaciously  realizing 
his  own  unusual  genius  and  therefore  feeling  justified  in  being  a  law  unto 
himseK,  thus  transcending  some  of  the  conventions  and  suffering  the  in- 
evitable consequences,  he  was  certainly  one  of  the  most  interesting  per- 
sonalities of  his  day.  One  may  not  be  blind  to  the  mistakes  of  a  friend, 
and  yet  may  treasure  the  memory  of  that  friend  as  one  of  the  most 
precious  possessions  of  life.  Farewell,  FenoUosa!  Sayonara,  Kano  Yeitan 
Massanobu!  n.  h.  d.

*MICHAEL  JOHN  McCANN. 

Michael  John  McCann,  son  of  James  and  Christina  (Mead)  Mc- 
Cann,  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  June  24,  1851,  and  lived  there  until 
1872,  when  he  changed  his  residence  to  New  York  City. 

He  attended  the  Dwight  Grammar  School,  and  was  prepared  for  college 
at  the  Boston  Latin  School.  He  entered  Harvard  College  in  1869,  was 
for  two  years  a  member  of  the  class  of  1873,  and  then  joined  the  class  of 
1874,  with  which  he  was  graduated. 

After  graduation  he  studied  law  in  Columbia  College  one  year,  and  then 
became  principal  for  four  or  five  years  of  a  school  at  Schuylerville,  N.Y., 
at  the  same  time  teaching,  out  of  school  hours  and  without  compensa- 
tion, a  number  of  workmen  in  the  mills,  whose  ambition  to  improve  their 
condition  by  means  of  an  education,  and  whose  want  of  means  and  oppor- 
tunity to  that  end,  enlisted  his  sympathy  and  interest.  Of  those  thus  aided 
by  him,  one  is  now  the  owner  and  editor  of  a  newspaper  in  Passaic,  N.J. 
Two  others,  brothers,  prepared  by  McCann,  entered  Oberlin  College,  and, 
graduating  there,  are  now  practising  physicians  in  Passaic;  while  still  an- 
other entered  Union  College,  and  is  now  practising  medicine  in  Yonkers, 
N.  Y. 

When  he  finished  his  career  as  a  teacher,  McCann  resumed  the  study  of 
law  at  Columbia  College,  received  his  degree  of  LL.B.  in  May,  1882,  and 
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in  November  following;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  New  York;  and  after 
a  short  residence  in  Philadelphia,  he  went  West.  On  the  train  he  made 
the  acquaintance  of  some  fellow  travellers,  residents  of  Sully  County, 
Dakota,  who,  on  learning  that  he  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard,  persuaded 
him  to  stop  over  and  deliver  an  oration  on  the  approaching  Fourth  of  July. 
A  large  nimiber  of  people  came  to  hear  him,  and  his  efforts  so  pleased  them 
that  they  induced  him  to  take  up  his  residence  with  them.  At  the  next 
election  he  was  elected  Probate  Judge  for  Sully  County,  and  held  that  oflBce 
for  about  four  years.  In  1886,  while  still  holding  the  same  position,  he  visited 
New  York  for  the  purpose  of  taking  his  sisters  with  him  back  to  Dakota, 
but  was  prevailed  upon  to  remain  in  New  York  City,  where  he  began  and 
continued  the  practice  of  his  profession  until  the  failure  of  his  health.  In 
1897-98  he  was  an  Assistant  District  Attorney  for  the  County  of  New 
York. 

On  his  return  from  Dakota  in  1886,  McCann  became  and  continued 
for  about  three  years  editor  of  "The  Homeless  Child,"  a  Catholic  monthly 
paper,  with  a  world-wide  circulation  of  more  than  a  million  copies.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Jurisprudence,  the  Irish  National,  and  the 
Greater  New  York  Celtic  Clubs.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Republican 
Club,  and  an  ardent  and  active  worker  for  the  Republican  party  on  the 
stump,  at  the  primaries,  and  at  the  polls,  speaking  not  only  in  New  York, 
but  also  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  Southern  States  with  great  effect,  especially 
among  the  workmen  in  the  coal  regions. 

He  began  to  fail  in  health  in  1901,  suffering  at  first  from  rheumatism. 
During  his  long  illness  he  was  tenderly  nursed  by  his  two  sisters,  and  at- 
tended by  the  best  physicians,  but  gradually  grew  weaker.  The  day  be- 
fore his  death  our  classmate,  Dr.  John  W.  Brannan,  was  called  to  attend 
him,  but  it  was  too  late  for  help.  He  died  peacefully  of  heart  failure,  caused 
by  anaemia,  on  January  22,  1906,  at  his  residence,  149  West  21st  Street, 
New  York  City. 

In  college,  McCann  was  fond  of  active  out-door  sports,  particularly 
baseball,  to  which  he  gave  himself  up  with  enthusiasm.  By  reason  of  his 
kindly  and  sympathetic  nature  his  relations  with  those  students  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact  were  cordial  and  pleasant.  He  was  not  aggressive  or 
obtrusive,  but  quiet  and  reserved,  yet  withal  genial  and  generous,  and  a 
warm  friend  of  those  who  came  to  know  him  well.  Never  having  married, 
he  lived  during  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  life  with  his  sisters,  to  whom  he 
gave,  and  from  whom  he  received,  unalloyed  devotion.  So  lived  and  died 
om-  classmate,  who  never  failed  to  do  his  duty  as  he  understood  it,  and  who 
was  always  willing  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  needing  his  assistance.

*WILLIAM  GORDON  McMILLAN. 

William  Gordon  McMillan  was  born  in  Massillon,  Ohio,  November 
19, 1851.  He  was  the  son  of  Solomon  Day  McMillan,  a  merchant  of  New 
York  City  and  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  Mary  Jane  (Gale)  McMillan,  and  was 
of  the  fourth  generation  from  John  McMillan,  who  came  from  Scotland  and 
settled  in  Pennsylvania  in  1752.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cleve- 
land, and  was  prepared  for  college  at  St.  Mark's  School,  Southboro,  Mass. 
At  the  latter  school  he  took  a  prize  for  good  scholarship,  and  during  the  col- 
lege course  was  industrious  and  took  fair  rank  as  a  scholar.  Entering  college 
at  the  summer  examination  in  1870,  he  became  at  once  prominent  in  the  so- 
cial life  of  the  class,  and  he  was  a  leader  throughout  the  four  years.  He 
was  president  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  the  A.  K.  E.,  and  the  Hasty  Pud- 
ding Club.  Among  other  societies  he  was  a  member  of  the  A.  D.  Club  and 
St.  Paul's  Society.  He  was  the  presiding  officer  at  the  class  supper  in  our 
Sophomore  year,  and  was  a  marshal  on  Class  Day.   In  college  theatricals 
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he  was  greatly  interested,  being  cast  in  the  leading  parts,  which  he  always 
acted  most  creditably.  He  was  acting  manager  of  the  plays  in  the  A.  K.  E. 
and  Hasty  Pudding  Club. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  devoted  him- 
self with  energy  and  zeal  to  the  study  of  law.  In  1876  he  completed  the  then 
two  years'  course  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.B.  Not  content  with  this, 
he  took  a  third  year  at  the  Law  School  and  took  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1877. 
While  at  the  Law  School,  he  took  part  occasionally  in  the  theatricals  of  the 
Cambridge  Dramatic  Club.  At  our  first  triennial  dinner,  in  Boston,  in  1877, 
he  presided.  On  leaving  Cambridge  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Cleveland, 
and  for  a  time  was  in  doubt  as  to  where  he  should  make  a  start  in  his  pro- 
fession. Finally  deciding  on  Chicago,  he  went  into  a  law  office  in  that  city, 
in  January,  1878,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Illinois  bar  in  the  following  June. 
He  began  at  once  to  practise  law  on  his  own  account,  meeting  with  good 
success.  He  became  interested  in  politics  and  devoted  much  time  to  improv- 
ing the  condition  of  municipal  aflFairs,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Young 
Men's  Auxiliary  Committee,  and  attending  many  conventions  as  a  dele- 
gate. In  the  w^inter  of  1889  he  relinquished  his  practice  in  Chicago,  and 
again  returned  to  Cleveland,  entering  the  office  of  a  firm  of  patent  attor- 
neys in  that  city.  He  took  up  the  study  of  patent  law  for  a  w^hile,  and  was 
employed  at  various  times  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  United  States  District 
Court.  He  engaged  also  in  newspaper  work,  writing  many  political  articles, 
which  appeared  in  the  local  newspapers. 

In  the  summer  of  1908  his  health  began  to  fail,  and  he  was  found  to  have 
tuberculosis  of  the  larynx,  a  painful  and  fatal  disease.  Much  of  the  time 
during  the  latter  months  of  his  life  he  spent  in  a  hospital,  sometimes  being 
well  enough  to  visit  his  aged  mother,  w^ho  survives  him.  He  slow^ly  and 
gradually  failed,  and  died  January  5,  1909. 

Perhaps  no  man  was  better  liked  or  more  popular  than  "Mac"  diu-ing  the 
time  he  w^as  in  Cambridge.  He  was  in  the  "  fiirst  ten  "  of  his  societies,  and 
often  the  first  of  the  ten.  Full  of  fun,  with  an  unlimited  store  of  amusing 
and  interesting  stories,  his  presence  was  always  a  delight.  For  acting  he 
seemed  to  have  a  special  gift,  and  in  the  musical  burlesque  performances, 
then  not  so  generally  given  in  college  as  now,  he  was  inimitable.  A  song  and 
dance  by  him  was  a  treat.  He  was  kind  and  thoughtful  of  others,  and 
many  of  us  w^ill  never  forget  his  kindnesses.  Few  men  were  so  generally 
attractive.  He  had  a  great  sense  of  humor  and  a  keen  sympathy.  His  con- 
tagious laugh,  his  bright  smile,  his  sincerity  and  his  pleasiu-e  in  all  the  joy- 
ous things  of  college  life,  are  the  recollections  of  him  which  we  shall  ever 
cherish.  J.  J-  m.

Henrt  Holbrook  Mudge  was  born  in  Swampscott,  Mass.,  July  1,  1852, 
the  son  of  Enoch  Redington  Mudge,  a  distinguished  citizen,  merchant, 
and  philanthropist  of  Boston,  and  Caroline  Augusta  (Patten)  Mudge.  He 
was  fitted  for  college  at  the  private  school  of  Epes  Sargent  Dixwell  (Har- 
vard, 1827)  in  Boston,  and  entered  Harvard  College  in  the  autumn  of 
1870.

Immediately  he  took  a  prominent  place  among  his  fellows.  His  mental 
alertness,  his  bodily  activity,  his  cordial  and  sincere  geniality  of  manner, 
made  friends  of  those  who  knew  him,  and  no  man  was  more  widely  known 
in  the  class.  Fond  of  bodily  exercises,  he  was  a  proficient  oarsman,  rowing  on 
the  second  Freshman  and  first  Senior  crews,  and  in  single  and  double  sculls. 
He  was  also  a  clever  boxer. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  A.  K.  E.,  Hasty  Pudding  Club, 
Porcellian  Club,  St.  Paul's  Society,  Deutscher  Verein,  and  other  class 
and  college  organizations. 

For  three  years  (1875-78)  he  studied  medicine  at  the  Harvard  Medical 
School.  During  this  period  his  pastime  was  the  sailing  of  catamarans  and 
other  craft.  In  1879,  in  obedience  to  the  impulse  toward  the  natural  life 
which  most  robust  Anglo-Saxons  feel,  he  became  a  ranchman  in  Western 
Kansas.    There  he  stayed  until  1884,  when  he  came  East.    In  1885-86

he  was  private  secretary  to  General  Q.  A.  Gilmore,  chief  engineer  of  con- 
struction of  the  Brooklyn  Elevated  Railroad.  Two  years  later,  in  1888, 
the  wanderlust  took  him  to  Australia  on  a  sailing-ship.  He  travelled  widely 
in  Australasia,  then  in  Java,  Borneo,  China,  and  Japan,  and  in  December, 
1891,  went  to  Norfolk  Island  in  the  South  Pacific,  where  he  engaged  in 
whaling,  pulling  an  oar  in  a  whale-boat  for  three  months,  —  "for  the 
sake  of  the  sport,"  as  he  said.  Returning  to  America  in  1892,  he  spent  the 
autumn  of  that  year  and  the  following  winter  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  in 
Montana,  near  the  Canadian  border,  shooting  and  making  geological  sur- 
veys. August  3, 1898,  he  was  married  to  Marguerite  (de  Wolf)  Allen,  great- 
granddaughter  of  James  de  Wolf,  United  States  Senator  from  Rhode 
Island,  and  lived  thenceforth  until  his  death,  in  Bristol,  R.  I.  He  left  a 
daughter,  Estelle,  born  August  18,  1901.  In  February,  1899,  his  middle 
name  was  changed  from  Sanford  to  Holbrook  by  act  of  the  Rhode  Island 
legislature. 

The  classmates  of  Harry  Mudge  will  remember  him  best  as  he  was 
when  we  were,  with  om-  lost  ones,  all  together  in  Cambridge,  —  unusually 
strong,  active,  high-spirited,  adventurous,  audaciously  humorous,  gener- 
ous, true,  and  kind.  Few  men  were  so  generally  attractive  to  us,  and  the 
engaging  way  we  knew  abode  in  him,  so  that  now  you  may  go  to  few  places 
at  home  or  abroad  where  Harry  Mudge  is  not  inquired  for  and  kindly 
remembered. 

Mudge  was  a  civilized  man  in  his  urbanity,  bis  science,  his  consideration 
for  others,  but  there  survived  in  him  the  spirit  of  his  Aryan  forefathers. 
He  had  the  muscular  strength,  the  delight  in  exertion,  the  endurance,  the 
enterprise,  the  characteristic  hunger  for  roving  and  adventure,  of  the 
Northman.  He  had  a  clear  mind,  his  memory  was  remarkably  sure,  his 
reading  was  considerable  and  available.  He  was  a  ready  man.  But  he  is 
endeared  to  us  most  by  his  qualities  of  heart.  The  kind  acts  he  did  are 
countless.  He  was  a  friend  through  good  and  evil  report,  and  his  friend- 
ship was  as  enduring  as  his  vigor ;  for  he  died  when  hardly  past  the  prime 
of  his  life  and  the  fulness  of  his  strength.  His  heart  was  stilled  January 
6,  1908. 

He  was  a  true  man,  an  inspiring  companion,  a  brave  and  loyal  friend.

Arthur  Howard  Pickering  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  June  23,  1852. 
lie  was  the  son  of  Arthur  and  Sarah  Winslow  (Howard)  Pickering.  Our 
classmate  was  very  proud  of  his  ancestry.  Two  of  his  father's  cousins 
served  in  the  na\y  during  the  Civil  War,  Lieutenant  Commander  Francis 
Winslow  and  Admiral  John  A.  Winslow  of  "Kearsarge"  fame.  His  great- 
great-grandfather  on  his  mother's  side  was  Colonel  James  Swan,  a  member 
of  Washington's  staff,  a  friend  of  Lafayette,  and  one  of  the  "Boston  Tea- 
party." 

He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Chauncy  Hall  School  in 
1860,  and  remained  there  till  entering  Harvard.  The  school  principals 
were  the  Messrs.  Cushing  and  Ladd.  The  latter  was  probably  the  best 
instructor  in  English  literature  and  declamation  ever  known  in  the  Boston 
schools,  and  to  his  guidance  our  classmate  owed  much  of  his  love  for 
Shakspere  and  the  drama,  which  subsequently  became  one  of  his  chief  at- 
tributes. At  school  he  received  two  silver  and  three  gold  medals  for  gen- 
eral excellence  in  scholarship,  three  gold  medals  for  declamation,  and  two 
prizes,  one  for  declamation  and  one  for  composition.  In  college  he  won 
the  first  and  second  Boylston  prizes  for  declamation. 

In  his  freshman  year  he  lived  with  INIrs.  Bowen,  widow  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  J.  Bowen,  and  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Oilman,  the  author 
of  "Fair  Harvard,"  and  Caroline  Oilman,  the  celebrated  poetess  of  the 
South.  Mrs.  Bowen's  house  was  on  Mason  Street,  where  now  stands 
the  house  of  Dean  Hodges  of  the  Episcopal  Theological  School.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  state  that  INIrs.  Bowen's  house  was  absolutely  unique  in 
the  social  history  of  Cambridge.  There  were  housed  Mrs.  Caroline  Oilman, 
Oeneral  and  INIrs.  Francis  J.  Lippitt,  Robert  Dale  Owen,  J.  Noel  Wyatt 
and  his  charming  mother  from  Baltimore,  Mrs.  Barker  and  INIrs.  Under- 
bill, daughters  of  the  celebrated  Rembrandt  Peele,  INIr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin 
H.  Abbot,  to  say  nothing  of  IVIrs.  Bowen's  family,  who  all  possessed  most 
musical  speaking  voices.  Frequent  visitors  were  the  poet  Longfellow, 
his  brother,  Rev.  Samuel  Longfellow,  Professor  Benjamin  Peirce,  the 
mathematician,  the  beautiful  INIrs.  Charles  Moulton,  born  Lilly  Oreenough, 
INIrs.  Hopkinson  and  her  daughter,  now  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Eliot.  Indeed, 
the  best  elements  of  Cambridge  were  all  associated  with  Mrs.  Bowen's  house. 

In  this  well-nigh  enchanted  atmosphere  the  yoimg  freshman  lived, 
taking  his  full  share  in  amateur  theatricals,  musicals,  and  dances.  All 
through  his  four  years  at  college  he  was  an  inveterate  theatre-goer  and  de- 
voted to  the  best  in  music.  He  WTote  for  the  class  history,  "I  have  no  fond- 
ness and  certainly  no  talent  for  any  art,  except  a  fascination  for  the  stage." 
In  this  statement  he  did  himself  an  injustice,  for  he  possessed  genuine  and 
versatile  dramatic  talent.  He  was  one  of  the  best  amateurs  ever  known  in 
Boston,  and  probably  would  have  risen  to  distinction  on  the  professional 


stage. 


After  graduation  he  went  into  business  with  his  father,  and,  while  he 
was  industrious  and  methodical,  it  is  not  as  a  business  man  that  one  thinks 
of  him.   His  artistic  temperament  could  not  be  fettered  by  the  daily  routine

of  an  office;  and  when,  in  1883,  he  decided  to  become  a  public  reader,  he 
was  simply  seeking  an  outlet  for  his  dramatic  capacity  by  interpreting 
Browning. 

Year  after  year,  till  the  end  came,  he  delighted  his  audiences  by  his 
large  repertoire,  and  by  his  skill  and  his  oneness  with  the  great  poets  he 
made  many  persons  happier  and  better. 

Since  his  death  much  has  been  said  and  written  of  his  loyal  heart.  He 
was  absolutely  devoted  to  his  friends,  and  one  often  wondered  how  he  found 
the  time  to  make  such  an  incessant  roimd  of  visits.  It  was  no  tax  for  him, 
because  it  was  his  life,  and  he  gave  prodigally  of  his  strength,  and  was  glad 
and  proud  to  grant  favors,  without  seeking  them.  He  made  many  friends 
in  England,  and  he  kept  them  with  marked  tenacity.  He  dearly  loved  people 
and  society,  and  his  views  were  broad  and  catholic.  He  numbered  among 
his  friends  celebrated  painters,  singers,  and  actors.  Indeed,  there  seemed 
to  be  swimming-room  for  all  the  world  in  his  heart.  He  was  charming  and 
graceful  in  manner,  the  result' of  gentle  birth  and  breeding  and  contact 
with  the  world.  Those  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  best,  and  he  w^as 
known  of  many. 

Om*  classmate  died  on  Wednesday,  December  14,  1904,  from  heart 
failure.  His  funeral  at  the  Chm-ch  of  the  Advent  on  the  following  Satm-day 
was  most  impressive,  and,  as  his  mortal  remains  were  being  borne  from 
the  church,  which  was  so  dear  to  him,  the  bell  tolled  fifty-two  times.  All 
these  years  he  had  lived  in  Boston  and  rendered  good  and  faithful  service.

GEORGE   CLARENCE  SHEPARD. 

Born  in  Dorchester  (now  Boston),  Mass.,  March  24,  1854.  Son  of 
Horatio  Gates  and  Mary  Ann  Lewis  (GriflSn)  Shepard. 

Teacher  in  Framingham,  Mass.,  and  in  the  Public  Latin  School 
in  Boston,  from  1875  to  1878.  Graduated  from  the  Harvard  Medi- 
cal School,  receiving  degree  of  M.D.,  in  June,  1882;  was  for  eight 
months  interne  at  the  McLean  Hospital.  Was  in  business  in  Chicago, 
111.,  until  January,  1884,  when  on  account  of  failing  health  he  went 
to  Colorado  and  engaged  in  ranching.  In  April,  1886,  went  to  San 
Diego,  Cal.,  and  bought  land  in  El  Cajon  Valley,  and  planted  a 
vineyard  for  the  production  of  raisins,  which  he  has  since  been  en- 
gaged in  cultivating.

*GEORGE  SALTONSTALL  SILSBEE. 

George  Saltonstall  Silsbee  was  born  in  Salem,  Mass.,  August  21, 
1854,  and  died  October  11,  1907,  of  injuries  received  by  a  fall  from  his 
horse  two  days  previously.  His  father  was  George  Zachariah  Silsbee,  a 
merchant  in  the  East  India  Trade.  The  family  had  always  been  a  sea- 
faring one,  and  the  younger  George  in  later  life  showed  a  stronger  taste 
for  its  pleasures  and  toils  than  for  anything  else.  His  father  went  to  sea 
before  the  mast  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  finally  becoming  captain  of  a  vessel, 
and  retiring  at  the  age  of  thirty.  His  grandfather,  Zachariah  F.  Silsbee, 
also  commanded  an  East  Indiaman.  They  well  represented  the  enter- 
prising life  of  Salem  of  early  days,  and  there  are  various  references  to  mem- 
bers of  the  family  back  to  1639.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth  Sanders  Salton- 
stall, of  an  old  colonial  family,  identified  with  the  fortunes  of  Salem  and 
the  colony.  Among  his  ancestors  were  two  Lord  Mayors  of  London,  also 
the  mother  of  Lord  North,  George  Ill's  famous  minister.    From  both  sides

he  inherited  integrity,  courage,  and  sturdy  independence  of  character,  and 
admirable  use  he  made  of  these  qualities  in  the  career  that  was  before 
him. 

George  was  fitted  for  college  at  the  private  Latin  School  of  William 
W.  Richards  at  Salem,  and  entered  college  in  his  fifteenth  year  in  the  Class 
of  187-4.  He  was  bright  and  intelligent,  and  stood  well  in  his  studies.  He 
roomed  alone  for  two  years  at  Miss  Copeland's,  in  Brattle  Street,  and  for 
two  years  at  40  Weld.  His  great  interest  was  in  rowing.  He  rowed  No.  2 
in  the  Second  Class  crew  in  the  spring  of  1871,  and  was  bow  of  the  First 
Class  crew  of  1872,  No.  4  in  autumn  crew  of  1872,  and  No.  4  in  spring  crew 
and  autumn  crew  of  1873,  of  which  he  was  captain. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  the  A.  K.  E.,  the  Hasty  Pud- 
ding, and  the  Porcellian.  In  December  following  his  graduation  he  went 
to  Memphis,  and  remained  there  four  months,  studying  the  cotton  business. 
On  his  return  to  Boston,  in  May,  1875,  he  entered  the  oflSce  of  Frederic 
Dexter,  to  assist  in  the  buying  and  selling  of  cotton,  and  in  this  position 
lie  remained  until  May  1,  1885,  having  been  a  full  partner  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1882.  He  next  entered  the  ofiice  of  Jacob  C.  Rogers,  the  attorney 
and  representative  of  J.  S.  Morgan  &  Co.  of  London,  England.  October 
15,  1889,  he  was  made  treasurer  of  the  York  Manufacturing  Company 
of  Saco,  Me.,  and  of  the  Everett  Mills  of  Lawrence,  Mass.  He  gave  up 
the  treasiu-ership  of  these  mills  on  December  6,  1894,  on  his  election  as 
treasurer  of  the  Chicopee  Manufacturing  Company  of  Chicopee  Falls, 
Mass.,  and  of  the  Pacific  Mills  of  Lawrence.  His  position  with  the  Chico- 
pee Company  he  gave  up  December  1,  1902,  but  the  treasurership  of  the 
Pacific  Mills  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death.  This  was  the  merited 
crown  of  his  life's  work,  giving  him,  as  it  did,  the  control  of  the  most 
powerful  and  widely  known  corporation  for  the  manufactm-e  of  cotton 
and  dress  goods  in  the  United  States.  Employing  some  six  thousand  opera- 
tives and  with  an  active  capital  of  many  millions  of  dollars,  it  gave  him 
an  opportunity  to  show  his  skill  in  the  use  of  money,  the  buying  of  raw 
cotton  and  wool,  and  the  management  of  men.  In  all  these  points  he  was 
singularly  successful,  and  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt.  He  held  many  other 
positions  of  trust;  was  a  director  in  the  New  England  National  Bank, 
Boston  Manufacturers'  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  State  Street  Trust 
Company,  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  and  New  England 
Trust  Company.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  Salem  in 
1882.  In  all  these  positions  he  acquitted  himself  with  honor  and  credit. 
He  was  married  on  September  12,  1888,  to  Sarah  Francis  Gray,  a  great- 
great-granddaughter  of  that  famous  old  Boston  merchant  known  as  "Billy 
Gray."  His  v/ife  and  two  children,  George  Saltonstall,  Jr.,  born  November 
2,  1890,  and  Elizabeth,  born  October  18,  1893,  survive  him. 

Such,  in  brief,  is  a  sketch  of  a  successful,  old-time  man  of  business,  a  kind 
friend,  a  devoted,  loving  husband  and  father,  a  responsive,  intelligent 
companion.  He  had  a  singularly  shy  and  diflSdent  temperament,  and  was 
frequently  possessed  with  the  idea  that  people  did  not  like  him.  Needless 
to  say,  it  was  the  creation  of  his  own  fancy.   He  was  punctual,  methodical, 
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exact,  of  scrupulous  integrity  in  all  his  dealings.  lie  had  the  old-fashioned 
idea  of  commercial  honor,  anil  lived  up  to  it.  His  energy  was  unbounded. 
lie  liked  to  do  everything  himself.  In  his  later  years,  this  showed  in  liis  love 
of  boating.  He  liked  to  do  all  the  work,  washing,  cleaning,  hoisting  sail, 
etc.  He  never  shirked  work  on  land  or  sea,  and  to  this  quality  can  be 
ascribed  certainly  a  part  of  his  success.  We  were  next-door  neighbors  for 
many  years  in  summer  on  an  island  in  Penobscot  Bay.  About  two  months 
before  his  death  my  boat  was  undergoing  repairs,  and  I  sent  in  and  asked 
him  if  I  could  go  Avith  him  that  afternoon  to  see  a  race.  He  said  his  boat- 
man was  away,  but,  if  I  would  take  the  wheel,  he  would  act  as  crew.  It 
blew  hard,  the  boat  was  large,  and  crew  indeed  he  was.  He  was  in  great 
spirits,  a  jest  between  every  gust,  and  the  hands  of  Briareus.  Always  a 
remarkably  handsome,  well-bred-looking  man,  he  seemed  to  me  to  shine 
out  that  summer  afternoon.  His  figure  spare  and  well-knit,  his  face  aglow 
with  health,  his  teeth  shining,  his  hair  quite  white,  making  a  wonderful 
setting  for  his  animated,  youthful  face. 

May  peace  be  with  him!    His  life  went  out  with  the  full  flood  of  the 
tide.   Good  fortune  was  his  companion  to  the  last.  J.  l.

*CHARLES  SANDERS  TUCKERMAN. 

Charles  Sanders  Tuckeral\j^,  son  of  Dr.  John  Francis  (Harvard,  1837) 
and  Lucy  Sanders  (Saltonstall)  Tuckerman,  was  born  in  Salem,  Mass,, 
January  31,  ISj'-2,  and  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy  at  Ipswich,  Mass.,  August 
27,  1904.  On  his  father's  side  he  was  descended  from  John  Tuckerman, 
who  was  a  resident  of  Boston  in  165:2,  and  his  mother  was  a  direct  descend- 
ant of  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall,  who  was  so  prominent  in  the  Massachusetts 
Colony,  coming  to  New  England  in  1630  with  his  children. 

He  was  brought  up  in  Salem  and  was  fitted  for  college  at  the  school  of 
W.  W.  Richards,  from  which  he  entered  our  class.  In  college  he  was  a 
faithful  and  industrious  student,  and  took  a  strong  interest  in  all  the  events 
of  college  life.  He  was  miiversally  liked,  and  the  long  list  of  societies  to 
which  he  belonged  attests  this  fact.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of 
1770,  A.  K.  E.,  Hasty  Puddmg  Club,  Porcellian  Club,  St.  Paul's  Society, 
Der  Deutsche  Verein,  Harvard  Boat  Club,  Cricket  Club,  and  an  associate 
member  of  the  Glee  Club.  He  roomed  in  Thayer  Hall,  with  H.  R.  Grant,  in 
the  Freshman  year,  and  with  F.  Swift  the  remaining  three  years. 

The  writer,  who  lived  in  the  same  entry  of  Thayer  and  on  the  same 
floor  with  him  during  his  last  three  years  in  college,  remembers  well,  as 
miist  many  others,  how  kindly,  sweet,  and  genial  he  was  to  all.  Sitting  by 
the  fire  with  his- book  and  his  pipe,  he  always  looked  up  so  pleasantly, 
joined  in  {iny  chat  that  there  might  be,  and,  with  his  great  sense  of  humor 
and  keen  sympathy,  was  ready  to  laugh  or  cry  with  any  of  us  as  we  talked 
over  what  were  then  the  most  important  matters  of  oiu-  Iji'es,  from  a  visit 
to  the  dean  to  the  chances  of  the  crew. 

He  chose  a  business  life  on  graduating,  going  to  New  York  for  a  short 
time  and  thence  abroad  for  three  months.  On  returning  to  Boston,  he  was 
at  first  engaged  in  the  iron  business,  going  in  1877  to  the  treasurer's  office 
of  the  Amoskeag  and  LawTence  Manufactm-ing  Companies,  where  he  re- 
mained until  May,  1880.  In  this  month  he  entered  the  Boston  office  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railroad,  and  in  August,  1881,  was  elected 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  re- 
taining his  office  in  Boston.  In  December,  1885,  he  resigned  this  position 
and  formed  a  partnership,  under  the  firm  name  of  Devens  &  Tucker- 
man, in  the  banking  and  brokerage  business,  in  which  he  continued  until 
January,  1887,  when  he  went  to  Chicago  as  treasurer  of  the  Chicago, 
Santa  Fe  &  California  Railroad  Company,  and  retained  this  position 
until  the  completion  of  the  road  in  May,  1888.  He  then  returned  to  Boston, 
and  after  another  short  term  of  service  with  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
Fe  Railroad  he  became  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Old  Colony  Trust 
Company,  which  commenced  business  in  June,  1890.  Here  he  remained 
until  his  death,  finding  the  work  entirely  congenial,  becoming  a  vice-president 
as  well  as  treasurer,  and  taking  great  pride  in  the  success  of  that  company. 
He  was  a  director  of  the  National  Union  Bank  of  Boston,  and  was  identi- 
fied with  many  other  business  interests,  in  which  his  good  judgment  and 
capacity  for  hard  work  were  found  to  be  of  great  value.  He  was  for  three 
years  a  member  of  the  Salem  School  Committee,  and  served  some  years  with 
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the  militia,  first  as  paymaster  of  the  Naval  Brigade,  with  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant,  and  later  as  inspector  of  rifle  practice  on  the  staff  of  the  Second 
Corps  of  Cadets  of  Salem.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Somerset  Club  and 
other  social  organizations,  though  his  greatest  pleasure  and  happiness  were 
with  his  family. 

He  was  married  April  15,  1880,  in  New  York  City,  to  Ruth  Appleton, 
daughter  of  the  late  Daniel  F.  Appleton,  and  had  four  children,  all  sur- 
viving: Muriel,  born  March  6,  1881,  is  the  wife  of  Charles  G.  Fitzgerald, 
of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  has  two  children:  Delano  Jackson,  born  April  5, 
1904,  and  Charles  Tuckerman,  born  April  7,  1906;  John  Appleton,  born 
November  26,  1883,  who  graduated  in  1905  at  Harvard,  and  is  now  with  a 
banking  house  in  Boston;  Julia  Appleton,  born  May  17, 1888;  and  Leverett 
Saltonstall,  born  December  2,  1892. 

Such  is  the  brief  record  of  our  classmate's  life,  and  yet  how  little  such 
a  record  really  tells.  We  who  knew  him  well  will  always  remember  his 
many  acts  of  kindness  to  those  who  called  for  aid,  his  love  for  his  home,  his 
family,  and  his  friends,  his  strong  religious  feeling,  his  high  integrity, 
and  a  sense  of  honor  beyond  words.  A  successful  man  of  affairs,  he  was 
a  simple,  kindly  gentleman  with  it  all.  His  hearty  and  spontaneous  laugh, 
his  bright  smile,  his  strong  expression  of  sincerity,  and  his  pleasure  in  all 
the  joyous  things  of  life,  will  always  be  remembered  as  long  as  we  who 
were  brought  up  vnth  him  shall  live.  So  goes  to  his  rest  a  good  man,  an 
example  to  all  —  who,  though  cut  off  in  his  prime,  has  in  his  short  life 
stamped  on  all  of  us  the  impress  of  what  high  principles,  strong  and  honest 
work,  kindly  feeling,  and  a  sunny  nature  can  accomplish  in  the  struggle 
of  life. 

The  memorial  window  erected  to  his  memory,  in  the  Chiu-ch  of  the  As- 
cension in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  was  dedicated  in  May,  1906.  It  bears  the  following 
inscription :  "This  wnndow  erected  to  the  glory  of  God  and  in  loving  thoughts 
of  Charles  Sanders  Tuckerman.  MDCCCLII.  MCMIV.  Beloved,  thou 
doest  faithfully  whatsoever  thou  doest."  a.  l.  d. 

*COLUMBUS  TYLER  TYLER. 

Columbus  Tyler  Tyler  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  June  29,  1852, 
and  died  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  November  6,  1905,  of  cancer  of  the  stomach. 
He  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Curtis  and  Mary  Ann  (Blaisdell)  Tyler.  His 
father  was  a  Boston  merchant,  one  of  the  last  of  the  old  school  of  importers 
of  the  days  of  sailing-vessels,  before  steam  and  telegraph  began  to  modernize 
our  business  methods.  His  mother's  family  was  prominently  identified  with 
Dartmouth  College,  where  many  of  her  relatives  were  graduated.  One 
of  her  grandfathers  took  part  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  a  member  of 
Congress;  the  other  participated  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  and  was 
wounded  there. 

Tyler's  early  life  was  passed  in  Boston  in  a  house  on  Beacon  Hill,  the 
site  of  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  State  House  Park.  He  attended  the  public 
schools,  and  entered  college  from  the  Public  Latin  School.   At  graduation 
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from  this  school  he  was  awarded  a  Franklin  Medal,  and  he  was  Major  of 
the  School  Battalion.  In  college  he  was  a*member  of  the  A.  K.  E.,  Insti- 
tute of  1770,  and  Hasty  Pudding  Club,  but  is  best  remembered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Class  and  University  base-ball  nines.  Of  the  latter  he  was  cap- 
tain during  part  of  the  Junior  and  the  whole  of  the  Senior  year.  Through- 
out the  college  course  he  roomed  in  Thayer  49. 

Soon  after  graduation  he  accepted  a  good  opportunity  to  learn  the  busi- 
ness of  railroading,  and  for  about  a  year  and  a  half  was  connected  with  the 
Cincinnati,  Sandusky,  and  Cleveland  Railroad,  for  jBve  months  in  the 
superintendent's  office  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  and  later  as  freight  and  ticket 
agent  at  Urbana,  Ohio.  Returning  to  Boston  in  April,  1876,  to  assist  his 
father  in  the  foreign  fruit  trade,  he  remained  until  March,  1878,  when  he 
resumed  his  connection  with  the  Cincinnati,  Sandusky,  and  Cleveland  Rail- 
road. He  was  for  some  time  general  agent  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  in 
July,  1880,  was  appointed  Assistant  Superintendent,  with  headquarters 
at  Springfield,  Ohio.  He  continued  in  the  same  position  for  two  years  with 
the  Indiana,  Bloomington,  and  Western  Railway  Company,  which  leased 
the  old  road,  and  for  a  few  months  was  superintendent  of  that  part  of  the 
new  road  east  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.  His  new  duties  were  most  arduous 
and  exacting,  largely  owing  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  road,  and  his 
strength  seemed  hardly  equal  to  the  task.  In  September,  1882,  therefore, 
he  resigned  his  position,  and  in  the  following  spring  became  established  in 
the  sugar  business  in  the  Philippine  Islands  with  his  brother,  Joseph  Curtis 
Tyler  (Williams,  1871),  then  a  partner  of  Austin  &  Co.  at  Iloilo,  which  firm 
later  became  Peele,  Hubbell  &  Co.,  being  the  Iloilo  house  of  the  Manila 
firm  of  that  name,  the  largest  American  house  in  the  East.  The  business 
was  at  first  most  successful,  and  Tyler  became  a  partner  in  1885,  but  two 
years  later  the  firm  became  involved  in  the  affairs  of  Peele,  Hubbell  &  Co., 
and  the  main  house  and  its  branches  were  obliged  to  liquidate.  After  spend- 
ing three  months  in  this  country  he  returned  to  Iloilo  in  September,  1887, 
and  the  firm  of  Tyler  &  Co.  was  formed  to  do  a  general  commission  sugar 
business.  In  two  years  he  retired  from  the  firm  and  came  back  to  Boston 
again.  While  at  Iloilo  he  was  vice-consul  and  consular  agent  of  the  United 
States  at  various  times  between  1883  and  1889. 

In  the  spring  of  1890  Tyler  went  to  Seattle,  Wash.,  to  take  charge  of 
real  estate  and  other  investments  there  in  the  interests  of  Boston  capitalists. 
He  immediately  took  a  prominent  position  among  the  business  men  of 
that  city,  and  was  active  also  in  its  social  and  political  life.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Rainier  Club,  its  most  exclusive  social  club,  president  of  the  Har- 
vard Club  of  Seattle,  and  a  director  of  the  Guarantee  Loan  and  Trust 
Company  and  other  corporations.  Later  he  became  manager  of  the  Equit- 
able Life  Assurance  Society  for  the  States  of  Washington  and  Oregon. 
In  1898  he  was  appointed  by  the  President  Receiver  of  the  Land  Office 
at  Seattle,  which  position  he  held  for  the  full  term  of  four  years.  Since 
then,  owing  to  poor  health,  he  had  been  unable  to  enter  into  any  permanent 
business. 

In  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  visited  Boston  but  once,  in  February 
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190o,  on  the  occasion  of  his  mother's  funeral.  He  seemed  then  in  fair 
health,  and  thought  himself  better  than  for  several  years,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  the  apparent  improvement  in  his  condition  would  be  permanent.  He 
had  been  long  a  sufferer  from  diabetes,  but  the  real  cause  of  his  poor 
health,  cancer,  was  suspected  by  no  one  until  his  last  brief  illness. 

He  was  married  June  1,  1881,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  Daisy  Lodge 
Reed,  of  that  city,  and  had  four  children:  Katharine,  born  May  12,  1882, 
who  was  for  some  time  a  trained  nurse  in  New  York  City  and  subsequently 
followed  her  calling  in  Seattle;  Mary  Lodge,  born  March  3,  1884,  died 
April  13,  1885;  Joseph  Curtis,  born  December  20,  1886,  connected  with 
the  leading  newspaper  of  Seattle  for  a  brief  period,  and  now  engaged  in 
the  banking  business  in  Spokane;  and  Margaret,  born  July  4,  1891. 

In  college  we  all  remember  Co  Tyler  as  a  good  friend,  generous  and 
just  in  his  treatment  of  others,  always  loyal  to  his  class  and  his  college. 
No  one  of  us  ever  took  a  deeper  interest  in  all  that  pertained  to  either. 
His  letters  were  always  full  of  inquiries  for  this  or  that  man;  nothing  gave 
him  greater  pleasure  than  to  learn  of  the  success  of  his  classmates.  No  one 
was  more  sympathetic  for  those  in  trouble. 

His  whole  life  since  graduation  was  one  of  hard  work  in  the  various 
fields  of  enterprise  in  which  his  lot  had  been  cast.  His  ill  health  of  later 
years  prevented  him  from  getting  the  benefit  of  his  earlier  industrious  life. 

His  family  were  tendered  the  sympathy  of  a  large  number  of  friends  and 
classmates  who  could  recall  with  nothing  but  pleasiu-e  their  associations 
with  him.  c.  s.  p.

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*FRANK  TIIAXTER   WENDELL. 

Fr.\nk  Tiiaxtf.r  Wendell  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  on  January  31, 
18')'2,  and  died  July  12,  1906,  at  his  summer  home  in  Hull,  Mass.,  after 
a  protracted  illness  from  heart  trouble,  with  other  serious  complications 
larfrelv  induced  bv  his  assiduous  devotion  to  business. 

He  was  the  son  of  Mark  Rogers  Wendell,  whose  father,  Jacob  Wendell, 
was  an  honored  citizen  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  and  Katherine  Coolidge, 
who  became  Katherine  Thaxter,  the  adopted  daughter  of  Benjamin  Thaxter 
of  Boston.  The  Wendells  came  originally  from  Embden,  in  what  is  now 
northern  Prussia,  and,  as  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  in  verse  has  told  us, 
from  near  the  Zuyder  Zee.  Evert  Jansen  Wendell,  the  American  ancestor, 
came  from  Holland  to  New  Amsterdam  (New  York)  in  1640.  Frank's 
great-grandfather  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1750. 

Wendell  was  prepared  for  college  under  the  private  tuition  of  Henry  H. 
Sprague,  Harvard,  1864,  and  the  first  year  chummed  with  Walter  I.  Jones 
in  Hollis;  but  the  last  three  years  they  roomed  together  in  Holyoke  4. 
During  his  college  course  he  manifested  all  that  goes  with  a  good,  healthy, 
boyish  nature.  He  was  of  a  happy  and  friendly  disposition,  and  became  a 
member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  A.  K.  E.,  and  Hasty  Pudding  Club. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  wholesale  department  of  Hogg,  Brown 
&  Taylor,  dry-goods  commission  merchants  in  Boston,  having  previously 
for  a  short  time  been  in  the  office  of  the  Timber  Brook  Iron  Company  in 
New  York  City.  We  find  him  in  1877  again  in  New  York,  with  the  dry- 
goods  commission  merchants,  Harding,  Colby  &  Co.  From  there  he  grad- 
uated into  his  father's  concern  of  Wendell,  Fay  &  Co.,  in  the  same  line  of 
business,  then  at  37  Franklin  Street,  Boston,  and  on  July  1,  1883,  was  ad- 
mitted a  partner.  They  were  the  selling  agents  of  the  INIiddlesex  INIills  of 
Lowell,  Mass.,  and  other  mills,  and  held  high  position  in  the  commu- 
nity. 

From  the  time  he  entered  business  he  became  a  hard  worker,  and  gave 
himself  up  to  it  almost  exclusively,  and  joined  no  Boston  clubs,  although 
he  was  a  member  of  the  University  and  Harvard  Clubs  of  New  York  City, 
which  gave  him  a  home  when  he  made  his  weekly  business  visits  in  con- 
nection with  the  New  York  branch  of  his  firm.  So  much  did  he  confine 
himself  to  the  responsibilities  of  his  position  that  he  was  little  seen  at  so- 
cial gatherings.  He  married  on  June  3,  1880,  Helen  Staniford,  of  Roxbury, 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  Frances  A.  Minns  (W^heel^Tight)  Staniford,  and 
grand-daughter  of  Daniel  Staniford,  a  famous  teacher  in  his  day  and  noted 
for  his  books  on  arithmetic  and  reading  and  his  Latin  grammar,  and  after 
whom  Staniford  Street  in  Boston  was  named.

for  our  Alma  Mater  by  following  his  example  in  studying  for  the  same 
curriculum. 

At  our  class  dinner  on  June  26, 1906,  the  sympathy  of  his  classmates  was 
expressed  by  the  request  that  our  secretary  should  write  to  Wendell  to  re- 
gret his  absence,  and  with  the  hope  of  his  early  recovery.  Wendell  was  of 
a  nature  loyal  and  true.  He  lived  a  life  of  usefulness.  He  attained  a  leading 
position  in  the  business  world,  but,  being  very  domestic,  he  was  happiest 
in  his  home.  His  children  grew  up  around  him  in  that  gentle  intercourse 
which  admitted  the  father  into  their  companionship  like  an  elder  brother. 

At  his  fireside  his  friends  were  always  welcome,  and,  being  an  excellent 
raconteur  as  well  as  a  good  listener,  an  hour  or  more  with  Wendell  left  one 
with  a  bit  of  sunshine  in  the  heart. 

As  Shakespere  puts  it,  — 

"His  heart  and  hand  both  open  and  both  free, 
For  what  he  has  he  gives,  what  thinks  he  shows. 
Yet  gives  he  not  till-  judgment  guide  his  bounty." 

So  was  Wendell.  We  shall  all  miss  him,  and  our  warmest  sympathy  goes 
out  to  his  wife  and  family  in  their  bereavement.  w.  r.  r.

WiLLiA-M  Gibson  Coleswortht,  the  son  of  Daniel  Clement  and  Mary 
Jane  (Bowers)  Colesworthy,  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  March  17,  1851. 
He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Chelsea  High  School,  and  joined  the 
class  in  the  fall  of  1870.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  severed  his  connection 
with  the  college,  April  3, 1871,  but  was  again  received  into  the  class  on  April 
17.  In  the  following  November,  one  year's  leave  of  absence  was  allowed  him 
by  the  faculty,  as  his  poor  health  continued.  He  subsequently  joined  the 
class  of  1875,  but  left  in  the  Junior  year  and  was  enrolled  at  Yale;  entered 
Boston  University,  graduating  from  the  academical  and  theological  depart- 
ments thereof  June  6,  1877,  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  S.T.B.  He  imme- 
diately went  into  the  book  and  stationery  business  in  Boston  with  his  father, 
the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  most  widely  known  repositories  of  rare  and 
antique  literature;  and  in  this  business  he  continued  for  thirty  years.  He 
originally  intended  to  make  teaching  his  life-work,  but  on  account  of  his 
father's  age  he  remained  with  him,  and  the  business,  started  by  the  father 
in  1838,  was  carried  on  for  nearly  seventy  years  by  father  and  son.  He  was  a 
past  regent  of  the  Royal  Arcanum,  past  Noble  Commander  of  Golden  Cross, 
member  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  Fraternity,  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Massachu- 
setts Society  of  Sons  of  American  Revolution,  and  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.

He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  and  later  pursued  the  course  at  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy,  from  which  he  entered  Harvard  in  October,  1870,  with  the 
class  of  1874.  At  the  close  of  the  first  term  of  the  Sophomore  year,  he  severed 
his  connection  with  the  class  and  college,  and  soon  afterwards  went  abroad. 
On  his  return  he  resided  in  Dover  for  some  time,  and  subsequently  engaged 
in  the  wholesale  bottle  business  in  Boston,  which  he  continued  until  his  last 
illness,  at  first  being  prosperous,  but  later  meeting  business  reverses. 

For  many  years  he  was  active  in  municipal  and  state  politics.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Common  Council  in  1892,  1893,  and  1894,  and  also 
served  on  the  Democratic  Ward  and  City  Committees.  In  1895  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  and  was 
reelected  the  two  years  following,  receiving  good  appointments  on  the  legis- 
lative committees ;  and  later  he  held  a  position  in  the  street  department  of 
Boston.    His  entry  into  political  strife  was  as  an  independent,  and  after  a 
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successful  contest  at  the  polls,  he  was  no  longer  opposed  by  his  party  organi- 
zation. During  his  prosperity  excursions  for  the  poor  people  of  his  district 
were  carried  on  at  his  expense;  and  in  his  last  illness  his  former  political 
friends  and  associates  sought  to  make  him  comfortable  during  the  long  con- 
finement at  the  hospital. 

With  his  class  and  college,  after  his  departure,  he  never  maintained  any 
association,  though  class  notices  were  sent  to  him  during  his  residence  in 
Boston.  Yet  it  will  be  a  satisfaction  to  record  the  fact  that  in  his  business 
and  political  career  he  Avas  spoken  of  as  a  man  of  absolute  integrity  and  of 
generous  impulses,  and  as  a  useful  citizen.

Dm-ing 
this  time  he  was  prominent  in  the  social  activities  of  college  life,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  and  A.  K.  E.  The  disastrous  fire  in 
Chicago,  his  family  home,  influenced  him  to  give  up  his  studies,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  1872  he  at  once  became  actively  engaged  in  business,  first  in 
Davenport,  Iowa,  and  later  in  Chicago,  where  he  became  a  leader  in  the 
business  world.  He  worked  hard,  showed  good  abilities,  and  achieved 
success  in  everything  he  undertook.  As  president  of  the  King  &  Andrews 
Company,  manufacturers  of  iron  castings,  and  of  the  Western  Cold  Storage 
Company,  and  officer  of  other  business  corporations,  he  won  the  respect 
and  confidence  not  only  of  his  associates,  but  of  the  community.  Coming  to 
New  England  frequently  to  pass  his  summer  vacations,  he  renewed  his 
old  college  friendships,  which  he  treasured,  and  remained  to  the  last  loyal 
to  his  class  and  college.

He  was  the  centre  of  a  devoted  group,  and 
was  one  of  those  who  seek  to  make  their  lives  of  benefit  to  others.  In  his 
make-up  there  was  an  element  of  intense  seriousness  that  caused  him  to 
take  a  prominent  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  His  life  was 
a  useful  one  filled  with  noble  purposes.  Every  one  who  knew  him  benefited 
by  that  life;  and  when  it  closed  at  its  very  zenith,  in  Chicago,  July  27, 1905, 
after  a  few  days'  illness,  the  loss  of  a  true  friend  was  greatly  mourned.

Hugh  Lawrence  White,  the  son  of  John  and  Emily  (Weaver)  White, 
was  born  in  Frceport,  Pa.,  June  15,  1851.  His  early  education  was  acquired 
in  the  schools  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  and  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  from 
which  he  entered  the  class  at  the  July  examinations  in  1870.  On  February 
2,  1872,  he  took  up  his  connection  with  the  class  and  college,  and  went  at 
once  into  the  lumber  business  carried  on  by  his  father's  firm  at  Williamsport, 
in  which  he  continued  for  many  years.  He  was  also  during  this  period  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business  on  has  own  account,  having  extensive  lumber 
tracts  in  Clearfield  County,  fa.  Subsequently  he  went  into  journalism,  and 
other  literary  work,  at  first  becoming  special  Eastern  correspondent  for 
Western  journals,  and  for  three  years  was  resident  correspondent  in  Chicago, 
111.,  for  several  Eastern  papers.  Later  he  retm-ned  to  Williamsport,  and  was 
on  the  staff  of  the  "Sun,"  one  of  the  leading  Democratic  papers  of  Central 
Pennsylvania,  doing  editorial  and  other  work.  He  was  also  actively  inter- 
ested in  politics,  generally  with  the  Democratic  party.  For  several  terms 
he  served  in  the  Coimcil  of  Williamsport,  and  in  April,  1882,  was  nomin- 
ated as  mayor  of  the  city,  but  was  defeated  by  a  small  majority.  In  military 
matters,  too,  he  was  much  interested,  and  after  serving  for  two  years  in 
the  Twelfth  Regiment,  N.  G.  of  Pennsylvania,  in  December,  1882,  he  was 
elected  major  of  the  regiment,  resigning  the  following  year.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
New  York  Press  Club,  Knickerbocker  Athletic  Club,  Pennsylvania  Society 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars,  Order 
of  the  Old  Guard,  and  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Pennsylvania.  For 
many  years  he  devoted  much  time  to  genealogical  research,  and  took  much 
pride  in  his  direct  descent  from  ancestry  connected  with  the  American 
Revolution. 

He  was  married  September  15,  1874,  in  Williamsport,  to  Euphemia  A. 
Du  Bois,  and  their  children  were :  Elizabeth  Gray,  born  March  7,  1876,  who 
married  September  8,  1900,  Robert  Neilson  (died  in  1904),  and  has  one 
child,  Robert  Neilson,  3d,  born  August,  1903,  and  who  was  again  married 
February  1,  1908,  to  William  Leonard  Colt;  John,  born  November  7,  1877, 
and  died  January  14,  1879;  Hugh  Lawrence,  born  October  28,  1879,  who 
enlisted  in  the  Spanish-American  war  at  the  first  call  for  volunteers,  and  who 
was  married  January  20,  1909,  to  Mary  Eliza  Shaut;  and  Euphemia  Du 
Bois,  born  March  24,  1882,  and  died  August  11,  1882. 

The  latter  years  of  his  life  were  sad  for  his  family  and  himself,  owing  to  his 
strange  conduct.  Perhaps  his  gradually  failing  health  of  body  affected  his 
mental  condition.  He  left  his  home  and  family,  and  wandered  from  place  to 
place,  at  last  reaching  England.  He  died  May  10, 1908,  in  South  Croydon, 
a  suburb  of  London,  Eng.,  of  cancer,  after  a  three  months'  illness. 

Our  recollection  of  him  in  his  college  days  is  a  most  happy  one,  and  his 
visits  to  Cambridge  since  oiu-  graduation  gave  many  of  us  great  pleasure.

J.  P.  Wyman,  Krackowizer,  and  Ordway.  Total,  50.  R.  H.  Dana  presided, 
and  interesting  addresses  were  made  by  H.  F.  Merrill,  W.  C.  Sanger,  Bran- 
nan,  and  Wellington.  The  musical  programme  was  as  usual  in  charge  of 
Foote. 

Thirty-fifth  Meeting,  June  29,  1904. 

This  was  the  annual  Commencement  meeting,  and  was  held  in  Cambridge 
as  usual  in  Holworthy  4.    Called  to  order  at  12.30  p.  M. 

The  Class  Secretary  formally  presented  his  Eighth  printed  report,  which 
was  accepted.  This  report  covered  the  past  five  years,  and  contained  the 
result  of  the  examination  by  the  committee,  consisting  of  Tuckerman,  Sils- 
bee,  and  Wigglesworth,  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  class  for  the  above 
period,  which  were  duly  approved  and  found  to  be  correct  and  properly 
vouched.  In  this  report  the  memorial  notice  of  Arthur  Landon  Rives,  who 
died  June  1,  1902,  prepared  by  Cunningham,  and  similar  notices  of  Wil- 
liam Lambert  Morse,  who  died  June  13,  1902,  written  by  Lull,  of  Francis 
Child  Faulkner,  who  died  March  26,  1903,  written  by  Higginson,  and  of 
George  Andrew  Blaney,  who  died  September  12,  1903,  written  by  Newton, 
were  printed;  and  it  appearing  that  such  notices  had  been  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  class  and  to  the  families  of  the  deceased,  no  further  action 
was  deemed  necessary.

And  the  Class  Secretary  was  further  authorized  to 
pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  out  of  the  Class  Fund,  as  the  assessment  on  the 
class  for  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the  wooden  fence,  used  about  the  yard  on 
Commencement  Day;  and  an  annual  charge  of  one  dollar  for  the  mainten- 
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ancc  of  such  fence,  built  by  vote  of  the  Association  of  Class  Secretaries 
in  the  interest  of  securing  a  more  orderly  and  better  arranged  meeting  in  the 
college  yard  on  that  day. 

Some  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  desirability  of  continuing  the  present 
plan  of  having  annual  class  dinners,  but  the  sense  of  the  meeting  was  op- 
posed to  any  change.  The  Class  Secretary  was  authorized  to  appoint  such 
a  committee  as  seemed  to  him  advisable,  to  assist  in  making  arrangements 
for  the  class  dinners.
